Axis Fear 


Invasion 
From Mediterranean 


LONDON, June 22.—(AP)—A German press chief de- 
clared today that “in this hour fraught, with tension” the 
signs indicate an Allied offensive “directed primarily against 
Italy,” but “of course the other Mediterranean coasts, espe- 
cially the Balkans, must be watched too.” 


“Italy is expecting invasion,’’, 

said Erich Schneyder, editor-in- 
chief of the German news agency, 
in a Berlin radio 
broadcast recorded by the Associ- 
ated Press, 
' The Allied preparations for an 
assault, he asserted, included “a 
concentration of warships, espe- 
cially in Gibraltar and Alexan- 
dria,” fleets of ‘anding craft in- 
cluding tank-carriers, and troop 
concentrations, among them 
strong parachute units” of Brit- 
ish soldiers. 

But all this, said Schneyder, be- 


ship will be able to cope with a 
synchronized attack on several 
fronts.” 

He declared that the “military 
strength of the Reich and of its 
Social Demokraten in Stockholm 
—is considerably greater than on 
June 22, 1941.” 


Jeserich said 18,000,000 to 20,-

68-Plane Loss 
Is Rewarded by 
Damage to Axis 


By The Associated Press. 
The Allied air offensive was 


reaching last night new superla- 
tives of violence in both the west- 
ern European and Mediterranean 


theaters, and the Axis enemy was 
sweating in anticipation of Allied 
assault on his southern fortifica- 
tions by way of Italy. 

American heavy bombers in 
enormous force—it was by all 
signs one of the greatest to cross 
the channel—wrought acres of de- 
struction in the area of a German 
synthetic rubber factory near 
Recklinghausen and at a German 
engine parts plant in Antwerp, oc- 
cupied Belgium. 

This in turn followed an over- 
night attack by 700 British bomb- 
ers on Krefeld and other points in 
the Rhineland-Ruhr industrial 
area in which, as the British Air 
Ministry put it, “one of the heav- 
iest (bomb) loads so far released 
on any German target,” was 
dropped. 3 

Enormous Damage. 

It was the war’s first attack by 
American bombers on the Ruhr 
area proper, and all the opera- 
tions through Monday night and 
yesterday cost the Allies 68 planes, 
most of them bombers. 

This loss, high though it was, 
was compensated by the enormous 
damage wrought by the Allied air 
fleets. 

Successes were repeated, and 
more than repeated, in the Medi- 
terranean theater, where it was 
announced that both American 
and British bombers had concen- 
trated on the Italian mainland 
with particular attention to the 
main Italian port of Naples. 

Naples, which in the Italian 
economy is comparable to New 
York in the United States, was left 
red with 25 fires, one of which 
covered a mile-wide area, and the 
Allied air forces destroyed at least 
23 enemy planes to two Allied 
craft lost.. Of these, 20 of an en- 
emy flight of 40 fighters were shot 
down by American bombers. 

The Germans, ‘stil! inactive in 
Russia as the seconc anniversary 
of their attack on Stalin came and 
went, focused their propaganda on 
the notion that an Allied offensive 
was being prepared “primarily 
against Italy.”

French Chiets

ALGIERS, June 22.—(4)—The 
French Committee of National 
Liberation designated two com- 
manders-in-chief today — General 
Henri Giraud for French forces 
in North and West Africa, and 
General Charles de Gaulle for 
forces in other empire territories, 
thus averting a threatened disrup- 
tive showdown on military au- 
thority. 

A communique issued after a 
three-hour session further an- 
| nounced that a “permanent mil- 


raud and De Gaulle with their re- 
spective chiefs-of-staff for army, 
navy and air would proceed ‘‘to- 


constitution of a new single armed 
force.” 
Allied Stipulation. 


The compromise was reached 
after the United States and Britain 
were reported to have stipulated 
that Giraud must remain in com- 
mand of French armed forces in 
North Africa while this area is a 
base of Allied military operations. 

The brief communique added 
that the committee had approved 
the “respective nominations of 
General Alphonse Juin and Gen- 
eral Eduard Rene Marie de Larmi-

The desig- 
nation of chiefs-of-staff of the 
| Navy and air force will be made 
| Shortly.” 

Later, Acting Commissioner of 
Information Monnet declared: 

“This is unity. Anything else 
| would be unthinkable. The troops 
will be paid from a common treas- 
'ury. They are already one army 
Their commanders are re- 
sponsible to the French Commit- 
tee of National Liberation.” 


“This Is Total War.” 

To a question whether the deci- 
sion had been taken with the Al- 
lies in‘ mind, Monnet responded 
that “this is total war and it is 
impossible to arrive at solutions 
without consulting the Allies.

Penetrates Defenses. 

The Flying Fortresses_ thrust 
without escort through strong en- 
emy air and ground defenses to 
strike Huls, near Recklinghausen, 
seeking to knock out plants that 
supply the Germans “a consider- 
able amount of buna rubber.” 


Fortress crewmen said mounds 
of earth appeared raised atop the 
plant buildings, with trees planted 
in them. The rubber factory be- 
neath the trees is a modern in- 
stallation, built since the start of 
the war. But the American bomb- 
ers turned the area into sheets of 
flame. 


They left fires and destruction 
nearly as disastrous as the RAF 
saturation attack during Monday 
night upon Krefeld. The air min- 
istry gave no other: description, 
but unofficial sources estimated 
2,000 tons of bombs were dropped, 
raining down at one time at the 
rate of five two-ton blockbusters 
or 20,000 pounds of bombs every 
minute. Nazi ground defenses were 
“soon overwhelmed.” 


Perfect Timing. 

The double blows into the Ruhr 
gave a new indication of close 
British-American air  co-opera- 
tion, and indicated that American 
daylight precision raids were be- 
ing directed toward obliterating 
specific targets remaining after 
widespread British night attacks. 

The air ministry news service 
Said the attack on Rotterdam was 
a diversion to draw German fight- 
ers away from the Fortresses as 
the Americans were about to go 
into German unescorted. 

When the Fortresses were com- 
ing back, more squadrons of Spit- 
fires and Typhoons met them with 
split second precision at a rendez- 
vous, beating off formations of 
German fighters which followed 
the bombers across Holland. 

A United States communique 
said “bombing results were good 
and fires were started in both 
targets.” “A considerable number” 
of enemy fighters were reported 
destroyed, and seven German 
planes were destroyed by Allied 
P-47’s.

Mav 30.— (Delayed) —(INS)—Organized Jap resistance ended 
on Attu island today with a wild blood bath that stemmed 


from one of the maddest, most 


modern history. 

The Japs, at bay in Chichagof 
harbor for days, abandoned their 
last base on the island, cut all 
their bridges behind them, and 


came out fighting in a battle they | 


knew could end in nothing but 
death for them. 

It was an all-out gesture, de- 
signed primarily to kill as many 
Americans as possible, and pos- 
sibly — just possibly — to whack 
out a path by which reinforce- 


ments could get in. | 


Japs Wiped Out. 

The main force of the furious 
counterattack has ended, with 
most of the Japs wiped out by 
American gunfire and a bloody 
battlefield version of hari-Kari. 
Scores of Japs killed themselves 
with hand grenades after they 
were wounded and could no long- 
er fight. 

Another force, however, 
be in the almost impassable 
mountains between Chichagof and 
and Sarana bay, possibly girding 
itself for another mad dash at 
American lines. There are maybe 
500 men scattered in this area. 

From battlefield evidence, 
plan was made clear. Friday night 
Colonel Yasuyo Yamasaki, 
garrison commander, 
issued orders for the counterat- 
tack. 

Inclusive Orders. 

The orders apparently were all 
inclusive. Seriously wounded men 
were to be shot by medical offi- 
cers, or given a pistol to commit 
suicide. The walking wounded 
were to go along with the assault 
troops. The 50 Japanese civilians 
still alive on the island were to 
trail the combat troops. 

No one was to surrender. 

Chichagof wasn’t much of a base 
any more, anyway. It had been 
blasted by-bombs from the air and 
shells from land and sea for al- 
most three weeks. Provisions were 
low. food was rationed. Ammunl- 
tion was running short. The main 
stores were abandoned in Holtz 
valley during the first week of 
fighting on the island. : 

Each combat soldier was given 
two bags of rice to carry with him 
on the suicidal mission Colonel 
Yamasaki ordered. Each civilian 
got one bag. The soldiers carried 
but little ammunition with them. 

Off-Tackle Play. 


The attack began in the dark- | 


ness of the early morning yester- 
day, and was initially successful. 
It was a sort of military off-tackle 
play, the Japs going straight ahead 
through lowlands, outflanking our 


front lines on the mountain ridges | 


far above. 

The Japs

MY D AY Broadcasts for 


RussianRelief Society 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., June 22.—This is the day which is being 
celebrated as tribute to Russia Day, and this afternoon I broadcast 
for the Russian War Relief Society. They have sent me a number 
of letters which have been written by Rus- 
Sians and by citizens of the United States, 
under the stimulus of their letter-writing cam- 
paign. 

I will only be able to use a few of them this 
afternoon but I wish you could read them all, 
as I have. It would confirm your opinion, I 
know, that people the world over are very 
much the same. If they live on farms, they are 
interested in what they can grow in the cli- 
mate, in livestock, and in the opportunities 
which their children have to learn to do better 
work than the older generation has done. If 
they live in cities, they want to improve the ‘seaepeaesssmeess 
conditions under which they work and live, and just now, whether 
they live in Russia or in the United States, their main interest is 
in the men -in the armed forces. 

; Mothers and wives and sweethearts worry about these men in 
every country. In Russia, at least, the fighting is near enough so 
they do not have to wait weeks without news. I think, for our 
people at home, the most difficult thing is that so often they do not 
know where their boys are when they do not hear from them in 
quite a long time. In the meantime, the boys are sometimes two 
or three months before they get their first news from home. 

_The trying periods are those when people feel that almost any- 
thing might happen and they would never be the wiser. Many a 
boy who starts out for the Southwest Pacific, North Africa, Alaska 
or Greenland may never have been more than 20 miles from 
home before he entered the service. When he was in this country 
he knew, if he could save the money, there was a thance he might 
get back to familiar scenes. 

Once he learned about the long-distance telephone and air- 
mail letters, even if he was far away from home, he heard the same 
language about him, and he knew he could hear a familiar voice 
if the separation became unbearable. After he started overseas that 
sense of security was gone entirely, and I think we will look back 
upon this war with a feeling that perhaps those periods without 
news were one of our greatest *hardships. 

I was rather pleased to find the other day in the library here 
that the soldiers from the near-by military police school bring their 
wives and girls there occasionally when they come up to visit, and 
really seem to enjoy looking at all the exhibits. Since driving has 
not been allowed, the crowds that used to come and go can no 
longer reach any of the places of historical interest. I wondered 
if the near-by people who have a better chance to see things more 
quietly and comfortably than ever before, would take advantage 
of it, and I think they do.

Ruling by the Supreme Court that member- 
ship in the Communist party is not sufficient 
ground for cancellation of American citizenship 
of a naturalized citizen constitutes a strong 
reiteration of that principle of freedom which 
is the rock on which American democracy 
stands. 


The mere fact that the Communist party 
in theory upholds the use of force for the 
overthrow of government does not constitute 
proof that a member of that party has com- 
mitted an offense for which his citizenship 
should be withdrawn. After all, Americans are 
free to adhere to the party of their choice, 
and it is only when actions which imperil the 
nation are invoked that a crime is involved. 

Two recent decisions of the Supreme Court 
have gone far to reinforce the faith of the 
average American in this nation’s firm ad- 
herence to the freedoms guaranteed in the 
federal constitution. The other was the decision 
that individuals whose religion forbade the 
salute to the flag—such as Jehovah’s Witnesses 
—cannot be compelled so to salute. 

The fact that practically no Americans agree 
either with Communist tenets or the fanaticism 
of the Jehovah Witnesses does not abrogate 
their rights to political and religious freedom. 
Once more the basic principle has been dem- 
onstrated that is expressed in the words, “Il 
disagree with everything you say, but will fight 
to the death for your right to say it.”

Reiteration by the Soviet government of 
appeals for the opening of a “second front” in 
Europe, coming on the second anniversary of 
Hitler’s unprovoked attack on Russia, should be 
considered in relation to the overall strategy in 
the world conflict.

WASHINGTON PARADE

94 ENEMY PLANES WASHINGTON, June 22.—Latest re- 
ports on the air raid attempted by the 
Japs at Guadalcanal last week now indicate that the enemy lost 
a total of 94 planes out of an attacking force of 120. An out- 
numbered United States intercepter force brought down 77 of the 
planes, while shore and ship antiaircraft bat- 
teries accounted for another 17. Our own losses 
were six planes, which gives a ratio of about 

13 to 1 in our favor, 


These are the most remarkable air combat 
figures yet to come out of the war. Some of 
our Flying Tigers may have bettered the record 
in isolated engagements in China, but no such 
score has been achieved by the air force of any 
nation in a clash involving that many planes. 


There is no possibility of the United States 
losing the war so long as our pilots and planes 
are able to give a performance of that kind. 
The poor puny little Japs are just no match for 
us, either in brawn or brains. Whenever we 
have come in contact with them on anything 
erms, the results have been about the same. 

_We have been consistently knocking their planes out of the 
skies at ratios of anywhere from five to ten to one. 

The Germans are a tougher lot and have much better equip- 
ment than their Japanese allies. But we have been knocking them 
down, also, at the rate of some four to one.

. raid have not yet been re- 


ceived. As this is written, the Navy has only announced that an 
“outnumbered” Ameriean intercepter force caught the incoming 
Jap raiders flush and shot down 77 of them while losing only six 
of our own. Antiaircraft batteries finished off all but 26 of the 
remainder. 

The fact we were able to pile up such a striking record in the 
face of our own fighter force on the scene being “outnumbered,” 
speaks eloquently for the unexcelled quality of our planes and the 
superiority of our pilots. 

Captain Thomas G. Lanphier, who has won recognition as one 
of the “hottest” American pilots in the South Pacific, has thrown 
interesting light on the situation by declaring none of the Japs we 
have brought down of late could pass our own rigid Army Air 
Corps test. They just haven’t got the stuff to stand up against 
our boys. 

Neither have the Germans, although they are conceded to be far 
superior to the little brown men of Nippon. 

There is a clear and understandable reason for all of this, 
over and above any advantages that may rest on our side by virtue 
of the superior planes our industrial engineers, the best in the 
world, have been able to turn out.

Blueprint For a Utopia in Europe 


After the Dust Settles 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


When the great war and the civil wars and class wars are ended, 
and Utopia is established in Europe, it will have a constitutien 
much like ours, modified by the more directly representative 
English plan. 

The President, elected for life but permitted to resign at 70 on 
full pay, will have no duties but to appoint the Prime Minister 
and preside over the legislative body. 

The congress will consist of one house, elected directly by the 
people. 

The Prime Minister will rule, but if congress refuses to support 
him in any matter of controversy, he and his cabinet will resign 
and the President will order an election to let the people express 
their will. 

Since money can be a sinister influence, no public servant’s pay 
can be changed during his term of office; no person receiving an 
income from the government (except retired public servants) will 
have the right to vote; and any congressman accepting money for 
using his influence with a government agency will be deprived of 
office and citizenship. 

In order that congressmen may not live in fear of voters and 
spend their time scheming for re-election, they may retire on full 
pay at any time after election for a second term or when defeated. 

All persons over 21 may vote. But since knowledge presumably 
makes better citizens, high school graduates will have two votes 
and university graduates three. 

There will be no property qualification, but since taxes paid 
may be an evidence of Ability and certainly are an evidence of 
usefulness to the state, those who pay one unit of taxes will have 
one vote; those who pay two units will have two votes, and those 
who pay three units or more will have three votes. Thus the biggest 
taxpayers, if university graduates, will have six votes. 

There will be no property tax, for it is silly to tax property as 
it is earned and then forever tax the owner for possessing it. Ex- 
cise and import taxes will be permitted when necessary; but since 
all taxes (except illegal confiscation of capital) are paid out of 
earnings or increase, there will be no other kind except income tax 
or profits tax. All income above one dollar will be taxed. 

Laws will be simplified. One who obtains property by any fraud 
or trickery or false pretense will be treated as a thief. He will not 
only “pay his debt to society” but also pay the one he robbed. 

Justice will not be denied to those unable to pay for it. The 
best lawyers, like the best doctors, will be appointed for brief pe- 
riods to serve the poor without charge, and will be paid by the state.

Contract Defended. 

Keith Kane, legal advisor to the 
Navy Department, defended the 
contract.
